mask'd; Perſons are over born upon ſuch Occaſions, by 
the ſofter Paſſions, there's nothing but Stage and 
Theatre, and they're uſually as much tranſform d from * 
their Native ſelves as are the Dramatis Pethſone ; How- 
ever a little Time will undreſs em, any Thing that is 
unnatural is ſure to be uneaſy ; their old Humours will 
begin to flow, and get uppermoſt. 9 

This Matter being certainly fo, I'd be very obſervant 


of ev'ry littleAlteration;how thePulſe beats upon every 


new & caſion, and how much different from my own. I 


confider how very * Nature has furniſh'd out two 


Perſons in every Caſe alike ; an Univerlal Humony in 
every Humour and Inclination, is not to be expected; 
for indeed we are too inconſiſtent with our ſelves : 1 


think tis ſcarce, ꝓoſſible to meet a Man, cou'd we but 


look within him, exactly in the ſame Humour this, 


that he was the laſt Hour; in this Senſe, every Man is 
no leſs than a Proteus to himſelf and to all the World. 


We are ſo. much Govern'd by the Laws of Mechaniſy:, 

by every new Tone of the Blood, and Spirits, that there 
can be no Conſiſtency in our ſelves, how much leſs can we 
can always Harmonize with another Perſon? My only Me- 
thod ſhou'd be to make Remarks upon the Humours 


and Inelinations that are moſt laſting and moſt pre- 


vailing; for thoſe will be ſure to give us the greare!! 
Happineſs, or the greateſt Trouble? I'd nor only take 
this Method with Dear Iris, but I'd ule the lame ſe-

(I.) Under a Moral Capacity, J confider my ſelf 
bound by the Law of Nature, which is made up of 
the ſeyeral Dictates of Right Reaton, that ſhow a 
Man what he muſt do, and what he muſt avoid. The 
Law of Nature paints a Man his Duty, as he's a Mo- 
ral Creature, both to God, his Neighbour, and himlelf- 
And in Regard, my Duty and the Manner of the Wor- 
ſhip which I owe to God, is ſo plainly told me in the 


' © Goipel of his Son, * I ſhall only take Notice of the 


Obligations that lie upon me, as they are ſumm'd up in 
the Second IJable of the Decalogune. FELL 

(I.) The Law of Nature does. oblige me to pay 2 
chearful Tribute of Honour, and Duty, to my Parents 
and Superiours. This Obligation comes along with 
the very Nature, which, as Second Cauſes, 1 Pa- 
Tents have beſtow'd upon me. As the Right of Uni- 
ver ſal Soveraignty in God, is founded upon Creation, 
and Nuural Generation being ſome ſort of a Simili 
rude of Creation it ſelf; therefore Parents, upon this 
Bottom, have 3 jc ee govern their own Children, 
and to expect a reaſonable Tribute of Honour and Duty 
from them, Other "Arguments might be drawn for 
this Purpoſe, from that obliging Eagerneſs which Pa- 
Tents entertain for the Safety and the Happineſs of 
their Children ; and from the Labour and the Care 
they are often put to, in order to maintain and ſupport 
ems For my own Part, might I live over over my 
Days again, I'd be particularly ſtudious of all poſſible

As for 
Caſualties, 'where there's nothing of Defign, they 
don't lie within our Compaſs to prevent. 1 

I am well ſatisfied, that Civil Soveraigus have taken 
it upon 'em to look after the Lives of their Subjects, 
and that the Life of the Murderer ſhou'd become a 
Forfeiture into the Hands of Juſtice. . ; 

(3.) Adultery is a moſt Crying Sin, tis the Polution 
o the Parties immediately concern'd; *tis a Wrong 
done to a Husband or a Wife, who are, by the Mar- 
riage Covenant, become each others Property, and 'ris | 
a Breach of the Chriſtian Law. The Guilt of the 
Sin is manifold, and the Off-ſpring in tuch Caſes, has 
but little Religious Care taken of- it, upon whichScore 
the Civil Society becomes a Sufferer. - 

(4.) As we are born within form'd Societies, ſo e- 


very Man has his own Property, and 'tis unlawful to 


break in upon it; not to mention how dilpleating 
*twou'd be to God, the Natural Tendency of Theft and 


Violence is the Ruine of all Government. 


(5.) Lying, and falſe Teſtimony, is the Abuſe of 
the Faculty of Speech, which the God of Truth has 
given us ; tis the Deitruction of all Natural Juitice, 
and of Commerce among Men. , 

(6.) An intemperate Appetite, after the Enjoyments 
of other Men, is levell'4 ag unt the Goverument af 
God, and the Diſtributions of his Providence, which 
comes to nothing leis than Secret Rebellion againit the 
molt Juſt and Right Sovereign of the World. 

In ſhort, whatever Duties the Second Table recom- 
mends, whatever Sins it prohibirs, I'd make it the 
firit Care of my Ideal Life, to form my Practice ac- 
cordingly. Ihis wou'd lay a good Foundation for Re- 


1gion to build upon. Morahaty, and Chriſtianity; in

fculty, God was unwilling the whole Race ſhou'd 
finally miſcarry, and that his own Worſhip and Homage 
ſhou'd * periſh from the Earth. His infinite Wiſdom; 
therefore, mov'd by Mercy and Compaſſion, contriv'd a 
Method, how Matters might be reconeil'd. God the 
Father commiſſion'd his own- Eternal, Coeſſential

The Mediatorial Office. contains under it the particu-
